A temporary injunction was granted 
in Waukegan WednflBday by Circuit 
Judge Edwards against Herman Meyer, 
a well known contractor at Lake Villa, 
restraining him from entering into 
contracting work of any kind within a 
radius of five miles of Lake Villa. The 
writ was grouted on the plea of Messrs. 
B., C. B., Fred T. and Frank Hamlin, 
doing a contracting business under the 
firm name of Hamlin & Sons. The bill 
for injunction waa fied by Attorney A. 
V. Smith. 

The petition relates that on October 
16, 1918, the Hamlina entered into a 
contract with Meyes whereby, for a 
consideration of 5710 they purchased 
his contracting business and with it his 
good will and promise to help them 
along in every way possible. The con- 
tract provided that Meyer was not to 
do contracting within a radius of five 
miles of the village. 

Previous to this it is related, Meyer 
had done considerable work on the Ern- 
est E. Lehman estate on Sand Lake. 
After they purchased the business they 
received this work and employed Meyer 
as superintendent of the work On 
Aug. 9', 1919, Meyerleft their employ 
and they say that under the pretext 
that he is a superintendent on the Leh- 
man place now is engaged in doing con- 
tracting work. They ask that he -^be 
made to live up to the terms of the 
contract.

learned guardian of the 
Avignon, and when aguln the continent 
Is free ground for the curious traveler 
I hope that visitors will be able not 
(mly to see the whole of the palace, 
but to understand the original Inten- 
tion of its builders, and to realize the 
skill and care with which all the an- 
cient masonry Is being preserved or 
reproduced after the century of de- 
facement and neglect which followed 
the most deliberate vandalism of the 
Revolution. 

Color and Masslveness. 
The vast and deserted esplanade In 
front of this giant block of masonry 
. Is a fitting framework to so massive a 
memorial of dead majesty, nnd the 
whole atmosphere of the scene Is as 
different ns possible from anything 
you have passed on your way through 
the modem town from the rallvay 
station of the republic. The exquisite 
color of the pale gold masonry— "telnte 
unlforrae de feullle seche," said Henri 
Beyle— Is one of the loveliest attributes 
of the buildings of Provence, as It Is 
of our own Dorsetshire houses; but it 
IH the titanic strength and elemental 
pride of this enormous building which 
first Impresi themselves on the he- 
holder who stands before Its ruined 
western entrance gate. The huge and 
bony carcass of somoe creature of the 
prime, fossilized in bygone ages of the 
world, and couchunt still within Its 
ancient lair, seems brooding like some 
monstrous menace over the Valley of 
the Rhone. Ruined nnd mutilated, as 
It Is, of all Its former splendor, this 
cliff of cut stone stands stupendous 
above the petty highways of our small- 
er life. 

The octagonal turret jutting from 
the tower Immediately on your left 
of the main entrance preserves, In Its 
name of "IJie White Cardinal." the 
memory of that humbly born Cister- 
cian monk who, In December, 1335^' ag-.- 
sumed the title of Benedict XII, and 
really begun the foundation of the 
palace as we see It. Two-thirds of 
the whole, nt any rate, he planned; 
and his Is the portion that Is the sim- 
plest and strongest of It all. 

No marble was used anywhere In the 
palace, which wns wholly of French 
workmanship and Provencal design, 
with the square towers which nmlnly 
differentiate that school from the 
round-towered style of the French 
kings which Is so massively exhibited 
In the contemporary Fort St. Andre 
just across the river. The deeply 
carved machicolations, still to be seen 
here and tliero and originally placed 
on every tower and wall, had only jnst 
been Introduced by the end of the 
■ fourteentbi century. Those on the 
great fncifde are the largest In the 
world, sometimes two yards In length 
by 18 Inches deep,- sufllclent to hurl 
down timbers that could sweep o 
dozen stotinlng ladders ofi" the wall or 
; crush a- whole company of sappers. 

The only luxury observable In the 
palace was to be found In Its Interior 



the tiling of the floors, nnd some re- 
mains of tlicm arc preserved In the 
Museo Calvet In the town. This chapel 
was not used for more than 30 years, 
nnd was gravely diimngod by fli'e In 
ia02. Its place was taken by the fat 
more splendid building of Clement VI 
on the south side of the nmln court- 
yard. 

Tour Des Anges. 
Returning to the courtyard we find 
In the Tour des Anges, nt the angle of 
the eastern wall, one of the best pre- 
Herved of all Benedict's buildings. It 
wns orlglnnlly' entered from the In- 
terior of the palace only, and the steep 
slope of the rock outside enabled the 
architect to build two more stories 
there than ore visible from the court- 
yard. Ib forms a building 40^ meters 
high on the plan of a perfect square, 
with a strong buttress pillar nt each! 
angle ind walls more than ten feei 
thick and nearly 00 feet long. Its 
collars contained the pope's private 
stock of wine. Above the wine cellar 
was the lower treasury, with Its four- 
pointed vaults resting on a central 
pillar without base or capital, all 
strongly guarded by huge locks and 
Ironbound doors. 

Immedialel? above this was Bene- 
dict XU's bedroom, which was used 
by Clement VII In 1370, and called the 
"Chamber of the Flying Stag," from 
one of the many frescoes still dlscover- 
iible beneath mullltudlnous layers ol 
military whitewash. Two windows 
with stone seats In tlielr embrasures 
look out over the entrnnce court, and 
by a third you see across the valley 
of the Rhone to the blue shadows of 
the distant Alps. Several of the secret 
stairways, curved In the thickness ol 
the wallM, by which the Pope reached 
various parts of his palnce, can still 
be clearly traced. Above his holiness 
was a library filled with procluaf^ 
manuscripts, and higher stlUIs a 
larger apartment from which soldiers 
could defend the whole tower against 
attack, called the chntelct. This tow- 
er, the work of Pierre Polsson, may 
be taken as typical of the rest, and 
wa^ two years in the building from 
April 23. 1335. The roof was paid for 
on March 18, 1337. 

On the left of the spectator, nnd 
continuing the east wing of tlie court- 
yard toward the north, are the other 
private apartments of the Pope, de- 
signed by Bernard Canelle of Nar- 
bonne. The appalling reconstructions 
necessitated by the barracks have al- 
most entirely destroyed the original 
conception, but the minute details re- 
corded In the Vatican nre more than 
sufficient to replace Canelle'a design 
In good time. Tills comprised the 
Pope's private kitchen nnd wardrobe, 
his dining room, his study and his ora- 
tory. Behind It. nnd In the angle of 
■ the Tour des Angcs, Is the little Tout 
des Etuvee, where his holiness tool 
his bath, above the chamberlQln'a codd 
cU room.

Delegations From Many Lands Across 
8eas Will Bo Present to Learn 
What Uncle *8am Has to Gay 
About This Most Important 
World Industry, ' J 



People of the world roust have milk 
lind milk products In evcr-lncreaslng 
qunntltloa. Never was the necessity 
quite as vital as now. 

The dairy Industry In many of the 
countries of war-torn Europe has been. 
In a large measure, destroyed by the 
ravages of the sanguinary conflict. In- 
fant mortality In some of these Euro- 
pean countries, following the loss of 
dairy cattle and dairy products, was 
something appalling during the year, 
and -even now Is little better. 

The United States government has 
had commissions In Europe studying 
this condition; It has had coramlBslons 
devoting deep study to the dairy situ- 
ation In this country. 

And the government's message on 
the necessity for continued and In- 
creoRcd production of dniry cattle In 
the United States and of milk nnd Its 
products Is to he delivered to the na- 
tions of the entire world at tlie Na- 
tional Dairy Show that Is tobo held 
this year in Chicago from October 6 
to 12. 

As Important as Any War Measure, 
Covonimcntnl heads at Woshlngton 
consider this message to bo as impor- 
tant an any delivered to the people 
while the |;rcat wnr was'in progress. 
Congress 1ms approprlntcd $25,000 ex- 
pressly for the piirposo of enabling 
those departments of the federal gov- 
ernment Interested to exhibit nt the 
National Dairy Show, to deliver tills 
ringing post-war niesage and to visual- 
/ize to the people the relation of milk 
nnd milk products to human life. 

Through the department of state at 
■Wnshington formal Invitations were 
extended to nil foreign governments to 
send delegations or commissions to 
Chicago at the time of the National 
Dairy Show to get the message and 
also to exchange information and 
Ideas. 

The management of the Dairy Show 
l«j advised that already 17 foreign gov- 
ernments have accepted this Invitation 
and will send delegations to the Dairy 
Show. It Is probable that many others 
will do likewise. 

Thus, the National Dairy Show of 
1910 takes on au International charac- 
ter. It will be the post-war clearing 
house and bureau of Information on the 
dairy Industry of the world. 

States Taket. Notice of the Show. 
Offlclnl recognition of the Importance 
of the National Dairy Show this year 
to the country and the world at large 
will also be taken by governors of dif- 
ferent states, In all probability. 

The United States government la 
asking for a large attendance at the 
show that Us message may he heard 
by many ears and Its very wonderful 
and complete exhibits may be seen by 
many eyes. 

There Is no person In any way con- 
nected with the great dairy industry 
of the United States— nn industry] 
whose output runs up to the tremend- 
ous estimated total of three billion 
(.$3,000,000,000) dollars a yeai>-who 
should mfss the Dairy Show.

You Never Can Toll, 
- Tou never know what you can do 
with ono of these dippy, diving, wob- 
bling wonders 'till you try it and then 
all the advance dope and traditions of 
that particular halt may go to smash 
In ono afternoon's fishing and now vic- 
tories In an entirely different line ol 
fishing bo pegged up to its credit 

To illustrate this point, old man, at 
Iho opening of the season I took a 
flyer at bass. It had been cold and 
rainy, with high waters, and the bass 
were quiet and far-ofllsh. My tackle 
box was decked out with a collection 
of lures guaranteed to make any basa 
nervous, jealous or fighting mad. The 
bass sure were off their feed, both In 
color and shape. Nothing seemed to 
coax them out of the wet 1 snapped 
on a South Bend Bass-ereno halt, all 
white with a red head, and tried that 
as an entlcer. Nothing doUig with the 
bass, but I had as nice a piece o( 
■wall-eyed pike fishing as a fellow could 
find anywhere. Almost every cast 
brought B strike, and In the afte^ 
noon's casting this little old basa lure 
hooked 32 wall-eyed pike, all of which 
■ were thrown back In the drink except 
the larger ones and that left a stringer 
■with the limit and none below two 
' pounds, topped with a six and a hall 
pounder. My fishing pal and guide 
bad the same luck with a white Wilson 
Wobbler with red flutes, by which he 
Bweara like a pagan. They were sure 
oft the bass but on the pike. 
; The Colors They Like. 

! As to color, the preference Boems to 
' be with white body and red head, fol- 
lowed by all red^ll yellow, green back 
with white belly and rainbow, but 
what t>oy take one day may bo passed 
without a squint the next However, 
with the above colors in your tackle 
outfit you probably can please them 

any day. 

The luminous-painted plug, which, ll 
exposed to daylight or artificial light 
glows like the dampened head of a 
match, makes an excellent bait for af- 
ter sundown or moonlight casting. 
The fact that these halts fioat when 
in the water and not In motion makes 
them an Ideal luro for tho beginner, 
especially when he puts In a Bosaion 
with a little old back Insh.

"Wnslilngton, Sept. 1.— An nmentl- 
nieut to the pence troiit.v; provldliiB 
tlint the United Stiites shall have an 
ninny representuUves as the British 
empire in the l.eugue.t/f Nntloiis uh- 
Henibly wiis adopted hy the senate 
foreign relations committee. 

The vote was 9 to 8. Senator Me- 
Cuniber. ltopul)Ueaa, Nortli DaUota, 
etaadUig with the Democrats against 
■the aniendinont. The amendment 
would not reduce the six votes held 
by Great I3ritaia and Its dominions. 
but shnply would provide the United 
States have equal representation. 

The anienihneat was the lirst to he 
jiUopted by the conindttee relating to 
tlie league covenant. It was presented 
by Senator Johnson, Uepubllcan, of 
Callfornln. 

The amendment also contains the 
same provision regarding the league 
council, the effect o£ which would be 
to offset the possibility that Great Brl- 
tain and oae of her dominions might 
be represented la tlic council at ono 
.time. 

In the council there are to he nine 
members, one from encli oE the Ave 
big powers and .the other from 
smaller states to be selected from time 
to time. 

Under the amendment the following 
proviso would be inserted in the cove- 
nant: 

"That when any member of the 
- leftf^ne has or possesses self-governing 
dominions or colonies or parts of em- 
pire whlcl) are also mcnd)ers of the 
league, tlie United SUites shall have 
votes in the assembly, or council of 
the league numerically equal to the 
afiKregate vote of such member of the 
leagiie imd Its self-governing domin- 
ions and colonies and parts of empire 
In the council or assembly of the 
league." 

The tjommittee also adopted two 
other amendments, providing that the 
American representatives on the rep- 
arations commission shall \ote only 
■when spocKlcally Instructed to do so 
by this government, and that none of 
the British dominions may take part 
in deciding a dispute under the league 
to whlcii one of them Is a party. 

The reparations iimendment was 
proposed by Senator Fall, Itepuhllcan, 
Kew Mexico, and the other hy Sena- 
tor Moses, Republican, New Ilnmp- 
shh-e. The vote In each case was 
to 8, the Democrats and Senator Mc- 
Ciimher voting In the negative. 

The Hoses amendment followed a 
suggestion made by former I'resldent 
Tnit, and was fonsidorcd necessary 
by tlie Itepuhllcan members to pre- 
"' elude any possibility that the British 
dominions could net together to pre- 
vent any one of them from being over- 
thrown In a decision by the league. 

The reparations commission, which 
will have charge of collecting Ger- 
many's reparations hill. Is one of the 
few which would have an American 
representative under the amendment 
-adopted earlier in the week to reduce 
-American representation on such 
commissions.

Washington. Aug. US.— Retail stores 
for the sale of houseiiold commodities 
included in the surplus stocks of the 
war department will be established 
September 25, It was announced here. 
The stores will ho In depot centers 
nnd large cities and they will accept 
and nil mall orders. Continued pur- 
cbisse by the department of certain 
necessaries so that these stores may 
be continued indollnltely as a part of 
the government campaign against the 
high cost of living Is understood to be 
under conslderntlon. 

Huge naantitlos of socks, nndcr- 
wenr, shirts, raincoats, blankets^ 
gloves, tobacco, soap and other artl- 
cle« will be sold at the stores. 

Prices on all commoilltles offered 
for sale will he fixed to prevent dis- 
crimination between the purchasers 
who buy over the counter and those 
who purchase through the mail. 

All mall orders will ho delivered by 
parcel post, but the policy of making 
these sales through tho post ofllce 
department Is to be discontinued. All 
such orders will go directly to the 
stores. ■ 

To expedite the mail order sales the 
post ofllce department has been asked 
to establish suhstatlons In each store. 
Catalogues qactlng prices nnd giving 
the location of all stores are being 
prepared, and will bo uvailable at 
every post ofllce In the United 
Slates. 

' Tlie present plan is to open stores 
In the 1-1 zone supply cities— Boston, 
New York, I'hlladelphlu, Baltimore. At- 
lanta, .Tea'ersnnvlIIe, Chicago, St.

President Opens Campaign for Demoo- 
rallzatlon of the Industries— Asks 

*^bor to Avoid Strikes and 
■ • Aid Fight on H. C. L. 



■Washington, Sept. 3.— In n Labor 
day message to the country Pi-csldcat 
Wilson sigmilized the opening of a 
campaign he will nmke for the democ- 
ratization of Industry, Involving funda- 
laeatnl changes in the relationship of 
capital nnd, labor and a radical revolu- 
tion oC the wage system. 

Taking .up the cudgels for labor, 
wlilch is denmndlng a greater share of 
the profits of industry, nnd aiming in- 
directly nt Chairman E. II. Gary of the 
United States Steel corporation, who. 
has refused to treat with the unions, 
the president announced thnt lie would 
call a conference of capital nnd 
labor to discuss tlie Issue between 
tlicm. 

The proposed conference, It was 
stated authoritatively, would be called 
to meet soon after President Wilson 
returns at the'/ end of September from 
his tour of the West It was- thought 
likely that the meeting would bo held 
at the White House, 

The text of President Wilson's mes- 
BHge follows: 

"I am encouraged and gratified by 
the proRresH which Is being made In 
controlling the cost of living. The sup- 
port of tlie movement Is wld«spread, 
and I contldently look for substantial 
results, nithough I must counsel pa- 
tience ns well as vigilance, because 
such results will not come Instantly 
or without teamwork. 

"Let nie again emphasize my ap- 
peal to every citizen of the country 
to continue to give his personal sup- 
port In Ibis matter, and to make It 
ns active ns possible. Let 1dm not 
only refrain from doing anything 
which at the moment will tend to In- 
crease tlie cost of living, but let him 
Co all In his power to Increase pro- 
duction, and, further than that, let 
lilm nt the same time himself care- 
fully econondze In the matter of con- 
sumption. 

"By common nctlon In this direc- 
tion we shiill overcoihe a danger 
greater than tho danger of war. We 
will hold steady n situation wldch Is 
fraught with posHlbllltlea of hardshl- 
nnd suffering to a large pijrt of on 
population, wo will enable the pro- 
cesses of production to overtake the 
processes 6f consumption, and we will 
speed the restoration of an adequatd 
purchasing power for wage.R. 

"I am particularly gratified at tho 
support which the government's policy 
1ms readied from the represcntntlves 
of organized labor, and I earnestly 
hope tlmt the workers generally will 
caiphatlcnily lndor.se the position of 
their lenders, nnd thereby. move with 
the government Instead of against It 
In the solution of this greatest domes- 
tic problem. 

*'I am calling, for as early a date 
as practicable, a conference In which 
authoritative ropresentntlves of labor 
nnd of those who direct labor will dis- 
cuss fundamental means of bettering 
tho whole relationship of capital nnd 
labor, and putting the whole quos- 
tlon of wages upon another meet- 
ing.

Led Two Murder Leagues. 
The colonel established a newspaper, 
the Echo of Russia, the better to 
carry out his pretense to royalist sen- 
timents, but the police have now 
learned that all the while he was In 
conatnnt touch with Lcnlne. reporting 
frequently Uie progress of the counter- 
revolutionary plots. . , T^ , 

At one period, tho police snld, Hnd- 

jctlache was tho leader of two opposing 

' murder leagues-the antl-revolutlon- 

" lats nnd tho rods-each facUon bent 

orv the eitmaion of the other. As a 

Bldo lino he Is said to have dabbled 

In robbery, and that la where Dagmar 

appeared ns the lure. . 

Among the antl-bolshevlata was Uie 



ioumnllst Ardasheff, who had arrived 
shortly before Hndjetlnche, backed by 
twenty million rubles, to conduct a 
propaganda bureau. It waa Arda- 
shefTs surrender to the white lights 
that caused him to forget his mission. 
He had tho money and believed (him- 
self beyond the band of the Moscow 
government. 

Hndjctlache really bad been named 
to succeed Ardasheff, and. arriving 
hero, found the latter turning to croflt- 
ablo nccouut what he knew about the 
holshevlstlc secrets by selling Infonna- 
Uoh to the antla. 

Doorman Is Among Missing. 
One Kalve, an ex-wrestler, doorman 
at the bolshcvlst legation, was nnotber 
whom tbe colonel quickly marked for; 
the government's revenge.. For Kalve 
hnd turned Informer to the Swedish 
govonunent, with the result that the 
legation was expelled from the coun- 
try. Just before this occurred, how- 
ever, the legation was looted of a tre- 
mendous sura In rubles . and Knlvo 
disappeared. 

Hadjetlachc notified Moscow of Ar- 
daahofTs change In allegiance and the 
word came back to "extinguish" him, 
according to the police. 

Then the colonel called on Dagmar. 
She had loved the "king of the ladles," 
as Ardasheff styled himself, nnd waa 
furloua when he deserted her. HndJ,et- 
lache played upon her fury. He also 
enlisted the aid of the monnrcldsta 
because Ardasheff had once been open 
ly bolshevistic. 

Girl Bcfllns Her Plotting. 
' Dagmar resumed her calls on Arda 
shcff. Frequently nt night her llmou 
Htne was seen to draw up under the 
trees in front of his vllln, until one 
night when bo came out with her and 
tliey went riding together. He was 
never seen alive again. 

Last week a Russian living on ^he 
Island of Bollstnnas, where Hadjet- 
Incho bad hla villa, Informed the police 
of mysterious nocturnal happenings^ 
There was n raid and CO persons. In- 
cluding tbe Cossack and his young 
sweetheart, were lodgo^l In Jail as a 
result of the Imul of evidence. 

Lehrs denied knowledge of any 
wrongdoings. l)ut others confessed that 
Ardnsbeff, after being lured to Hadjet- 
locbe's home, was bound and gagged 
for twenty-six hours, tortured and 
taunted and accused of treason to bol- 
sbevlsm. Meanwhile his home waa be- 
ing looted. Then ArdnshefTs bonds 
were cut and he was "tried by a court- 
martial" on a treason charge. Twenty 
men composed tbe court and their ver- 
dict was guilty. 

Taken Before "Court-Martial." 
But tlie Cossack .was liot satisfied, 
lie believed Ardashl^lf poasessed a se- 
cret bank ncco\mt and Intended to get 
It. So the Journalist was offered hla- 
life if ho would sign a blank check. 
Ardasheff signed. 

Then, with a cigarette poised on her 
smiling lips, Dagmar had her reyenge. 
Before her t-yes a rope was thrown 
around Ardasheff's nock nnd Hadjet- 
lachc slowly strangled him to death.

Chapter 1 shows the British war- 
Blilp Uuzzar, launched nbout the year 
1700, to the pop of a wine bottle. From 
this point the story carries the wind- 
jammer throtigh the adventurous 
times when Captain Kldd might bo 
found at any time hiding behind the 
next wave, and narrates her exploits 
na a utility vessel In tbe Biitlsh navy. 

The last trip of the proud Huzzar 
was when she started to the American 
colonics In 1780, carrying a cargo of 
golden wenlth In her hold. In making 
the waters of the harbor, at a time 
when Hell Gate was not adequately 
cimrted. she sti*uck a rock and stove a 
hole In her bottom. She tried to make 
shore, but didn't, and sank off Port 
Morris. The treasure, which was to
